records  at  the  Town  Hall."

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

December  14, 1998

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  December  14  at 
7:30  pm  by  Chairman  Richard  D.  Cutler.  Also  present 
were  Selectman  Naida  Parker,  Selectman  Patricia  Ryan, 
and  Executive  Secretary  James  Huntoon. 

The  board  first  met  with  members  of  the 
Rochester  Historical  Commission  who  recently  completed 
a  Comprehensive  Survey  of  all  historic  sites  and  buildings 
in  town,  complete  with  photographs.

reorganizing  of  the  committee.  Committee  Chairman  Jack 
Ayers  said  he  heard  many  points  which  were  raised  both 
before  and  after  the  election  that  he  feels  should  be 
addressed  in  this  next  phase.

At  8:15  pm  the  board  met  with  architect  Charles 
Van  Voorhis  to  discuss  progress  of  the  Town  Hall 
Feasibility  Study  project.  Mr.  Van  Voorhis  explained  that 
his  firm  has  done  all  the  field  measurements  and  as-built 
drawings  for  the  Town  Hall  building,  they've  completed  a 
site  survey  and  topographic  study,  and  they've  conducted 
interviews  with  10  of  the  11  Town  Hall  departments.  At 
this  point,  all  that  remains  is  to  interview  the 
Conservation  Commission  and  establish  a  meeting 
schedule  with  members  of  the  Town  Hall  Feasibility 
Study  Committee. 

Both  the  Selectmen  and  Mr.  Van  Voorhis  agreed 
the  goal  is  to  have  a  proposal  ready  for  the  upcoming 
Annual  Town  Meeting  and  Election,  slated  for  May  10 
and  May  12,  respectively.  The  initial  plan  would  suggest 
constructing  an  estimated  3200-square-foot  addition  to  the 
existing  Town  Hall  structure  at  the  rear  of  the  building, 
and  restoring  the  Great  Hall  as  a  meeting /conference 
room  area.  The  estimated  project  cost  would  be  about  $1 
million,  with  the  possibility  of  getting  10  percent 
($100,000)  through  an  historic  grant  aw^rd. 

"It  would  be  nice  to  keep  it  under  $1  million," 
Chairman  Cutler  said. 

"If  we're  going  to  do  something  (at  Town  Hall), 
we  have  to  have  a  space  which  takes  us  through  the  next 
10  years,"  Selectman  Ryan  agreed.

Letter  to  the  Editor 

To  the  Editor: 

I  was  appalled  to  see  how  Old  Rochester  Regional 
eighth  and  tenth  graders  fared  on  the  Massachusetts 
Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  testing.  The  scores 
indicate  that  the  students  as  a  whole  were  only  a  few  points 
above  the  abysmally  low  state  averages  in  all  areas.  In  fact,  ORR 
tenth  grade  scores  were  actually  below  the  median  average  of  the 
regional  school  districts  in  the  Commonwealth. 

My  family  and  I  have  previously  lived  in  suburban 
California,  Ohio,  and  Connecticut,  and  I  worked  as  a  volunteer 
in  the  Bloomfield,  Connecticut  schools.  When  we  first  moved 
here,  1  substitute  taught  at  tlie  elementary,  junior  high,  and  high 
school  level. 

The  caliber  of  the  child  that  attends  school  in  this 
district  is  far  above  average.  As  a  substitute  teacher,  I  found  that 
the  students  were  wide-eyed,  eager  to  learn,  and  extremely  well 
behaved  at  all  grade  levels.  The  parents  in  this  district  are  also 
far  above  average.  By  that  I  mean  they  are  very  involved  in 
school  life  (at  least  to  the  extent  the  school  allows)  and  the  lives 
of  their  children.  The  facilities  and  amenities  that  the  taxpayers 
have  provided  this  school  district  are  far  above  average  as  well. 

By  every  indication,  our  test  scores  should  also  be  far 
above  average,  but  they  are  not.  Why?

better  risks  for  marine  insurance  companies.  In  addition, 
all  boaters  16  years  of  age  and  under  are  now  required  to 
pass  a  boating  course  in  order  to  operate  motor  boats  of 
any  horsepower.  This  requirement  should  be  an  incentive 
for  young  people  to  sign  up  for  this  basic  boating  course. 

In  the  six  two-hour  sessions  of  the  course, 
students  will  be  introduced  to  the  basics  of  14  subjects: 
charts  and  aids-to-navigation,  sailing,  engine  trouble- 
shooting, course  plotting  practice,  equipment  required  by 
state  and  federal  regulations,  radio-telephone  procedures, 
boat  handling,  docking  and  undocking,  weather 
prediction,  trailering,  and  elementary  marlinspike 
seamanship  (tying  knots  that  hold).  The  seventh  session  is 
a  final  exam.

I'm  not  much  given  to  quoting  myself,  but  leaving  Star  Trek:  Iiisiirrection, 
1  remembered  what  id  written  in  my  review  of  1994's  Star  Trek  Generations, 
the  first  fiim  featuring  the  fiext  Generation  crew.  "The  Trek  movies,"  I  wrote, 
"are  comfortabiy  familiar;  you  can  count  on  them  to  be  either  terrible  or  better 
than  you  expected.  It's  no  fun  when  they're  just  sort  of  competent  and  not-bad." 
In  the  same  review,  I  talked  about  the  Odd  ?lumber  Curse,  which  afflicted 
Generations  (the  first  Dext  Generation  film  and  the  seventh  Trek  feature)  and 
also  taints  Insmection,  the  third  fiext  Generation  outing  and  the  ninth  Trek 
movie.  (The  Odd  ^iumber  Curse  means  that  all  even-numbered  Trek  movies 
are  good,  while  all  others  disappoint.) 

Perhaps  I  shouldn't  feel  guilty  about  rehashing  myself,  since  the  people 
behind  Insurrection  have  done  essentially  the  same  thing.  Here,  the  crew  of 
the  Enterprise,  led  by  Captain  Jean-Luc  Picard  (PatrickStewart),  find  themselves 
on  the  horns  of  a  moral  dilemma.  A  civilization  of  blissed-out  immortals  named 
the  Ba'ku  are  threatened  by  a  rival  race,  the  Son'a,  who  want  to  benefit  from  the 
Ba'ku's  life-giving  turf  —  specifically,  by  evicting  the  Ba'ku  and  claiming  their 
planet.  This,  of  course,  makes  large  veins  pop  out  of  Picard's  forehead.  More 
than  once,  he  draws  implicit  parallels  between  the  Son'a  and  the  Nazis  or  slave 
traders  —  a  hefty  historical  allusion  that  this  movie,  which  is  basically  a  sci-fi 
joyride,  cant  handle.  We  know  all  the  agonizing  will  just  lead  to  the  usual  zap- 
zap,  good-vs.-evil  stuff. 

It  should  be  said  that  Jonathan  Frakes,  wtio  plays  Commander  Riker  and 
who  directed  1996's  temfic  First  Contact  as  well  as  the  new  film,  is  a  whiz  at 
zap-zap.  Give  him  an  action  scene  to  play  with,  and  he  goes  at  it  with  retro, 
masculine  gusto;  he  works  with  a  precision  and  vigor  that  are  particularly 
satisfying  in  this  era  of  stubbornly  incoherent  Hollywood  spectacles.  Trouble  is, 
this  voyage  is  short  on  zap-zap  and  long  on  furrowed-brow  scenes  —  it  feels  as 
if  Picard  directed  it,  except  for  the  clownish  scenes  of  the  crew  members 
regressing  under  the  rejuvenating  powers  of  the  Ba'ku  atmosphere;  these 


scenes  seem  to  have  been  directed  by  the  android  Data  (Brent  Spiner)  in  his 
goofy  mode  from  Generatiom.  (There's  much  character  comedy  to  tickle  the 
fans;  neutral  parties,  like  myself,  may  find  it  fairly  precious.) 

Every  Trek  movie  needs  ugly  villains,  and  the  Son'a  are  real  lookers,  all 
right;  they're  led  by  Ru'afo  (F.  Murray  Abraham),  a  scowling,  rather  humorless 
dude  with  Silly  Put^  features  stretched  across  his  skull,  like  Katherine  Helmond 
in  Brazil.  The  unintentional  comedy  of  Star  Trek  is  that  the  ugly  mega-\illains 
—  the  Kiingons,  even  the  Borg  (in  the  curvaceous  person  of  Seven  of  nine)  — 
eventually  become  Federation-friendly  anyway,  so  why  lose  sleep  over  them? 
Me,  I  thought  there  was  more  going  on  with  the  Son'a  than  with  the  Ba'ku,  who 
struck  me  as  insufferably  pure  and  noble.  "We  understand  technology,"  one 
bright-eyed  Ba'ku  announces,  "but  we  choose  not  to  use  it  because  if  we  let 
machines  do  our  work,  it  takes  something  away  from  humans. "  Well,  good  for 
you. 

The  movie  is  full  of  such  gassy  moralizing,  and  Picard  falls  in  love  with  an 
angelic  Ba'ku  named  Anij  (Donna  Murphy),  as  if  to  say,  "Why  should  Captain 
Kirk  get  all  the  interspecies  action?"  It  never  occurs  to  Picard  that  his  feelings 
may  have  a  little  something  to  do  with  the  fact  that  lovely  Anij  will  never  sag 
anywhere,  have  hot  flashes,  or  need  to  bleach  her  mustache.  By  the  end  of  the 
movie,  the  innocent  Ba'ku  have  been  defended  without  having  to  dirty  their 
hands,  there  is  effortless  and  highly  implausible  reconciliation  (this  movie 
shares  with  A  Bug's  Life  the  questionable  theory  that  if  you  get  rid  of  the  evil 
leader,  all  his  minions  will  see  the  light  and  repent),  and  the  crew  of  the 
Enterprise  go  off  to  their  next  adventure.  Which,  being  the  tenth  Trek  movie 
and  the  fourth  Dext  Generation  trip,  will  no  doubt  improve  on  this  bland  entry. 
Mark  your  calendars  for  December  2000.
